Among the followers of Guido Revi, 
this young woman, who died when but 
twenty-five years old, is conspicuous ; | ‘ 
for her talents and interesting on ac-.

the daughter of a reputable artist, and | 7 
was born at Bologna about 1#49. She 
was certainly very industrious, since 
one of her biographers names one hun- 
dred and fifty pictures and etchings 
made by her, and all these must have 
- been done within a period of about ten 
years. 

Much has been said of the ease and 
rapidity with which she worked; one 
anecdote relates that onan occasion 
when it happened that the Duchess of 
| Brunswick, the Duchess, of Mirandola,

_ other persons, all met at her studio, 
she astonished and. delighted them by 
the ease and skill - -which she 
sketched and shaded drawings of the 
subjects which one after. 
to her. 

The story of her life, aside from ‘her 
art, gives an undying interest to her 

name, and insures her remembrance 

for alltime. In person she was beau- 
tiful, and the sweetness of her char- 
acter and manner won for her the love 
of all those who were associated with 
her. She was also a charming singer, 
and was ever ready to give pleas- 
ure to her friends. Her ~ ad 
‘tiring biographers also commend her ' 
taste in dress, which was very simple ; 
und they even goso far as to praise her 
moderation in eating! She was well 
sistiied in all domestic matters, and 
would rise at daybreak to perform her 
lowly household duties, never allow- 
| ing her art to displace fhe homly eecu-

artists, as Domenichino had been: 
another belief was that a princely lover. 
whom she had treated with scorn, had 
taken her life because she had dared to 
place herself, in her lowly station, 
above his rank and power. 


A servant girl named Lucia | Tolo- 
‘melli, whohad been long in the ser- 
service of the Sirani family, was sus- 
pected and tried for this crime. 5She 
sentenced to banishment.; but, 
after a time, LElisabetta’s father |re-

lieving her guilty. And so the mystery 
of the cause. of herdeath has never 
been svlved-; but its effect upon the 
whole city of Bologna, where it oc- 
_curred, is an exact matter of history.

Curious Sights In a Chinese City. 

At set of sun lifo in Peking, as far 
as the streets aro concerned, ceases to 
exist; doors are closed, shops shut, and 
the inhabitants retire within their 
houses. Not even the most important 
thoroughfares are illuminated; at cer- 
tain corners, where the police have 
their stati miserable dirty paper 
lanterns are lit up, which shed no light 
whatever. Every onewho goes abroad, 
whether on foot, in Sedan-chair, or by 
cart, must carry a lantern. The streets 
of the Imperial and Tartar cities may 
be said to be entirely deserted; it is in 
the Chinese city only that there is 
anything going onat night. Each city 
is shut off from the others at sundown, 
and the gates are not again opened un- 
der any circumstances until daybreak. 
I resided in the Tartar city, and it was 
in the Chinese city that I wished to 
make my nocturnal ramble, so that 
there was no remedy but to make a 
night of it. My companions declined 
to accompany me, so I had reluctantly 
to undertake the excursion alone. 

My gui le hired a cart for the whole 
night, and we started from our hotel at 
about half-past six in the afternoon. 
It was necessary toset out thus early in 
order to pass through the gate before 
it was locked. I had not yet dined, so 
I directed my interpreter to conduct 
me to the best hotel in the place, and 
gave him carte blanche to order for me 
and himself the best dinner procura- 
ble. I need scarcely add that an inn 
of European character was entirely 
out of the question; the only European 
hotel in the whole of Peking is that 
kept by M. Vrard, in the Tartar city, 
where I wasstaying. I knew this per- 


‘fectly well, and had made up my mind 


for a Chinese repast, served in Chinese 
fashion. It was in the narrow court- 
yard, then, of a thoroughly native rest- 
house that the cart stopped. My con- 
ductor, a most excellent and thought- 
ful fellow, had taken the precaution of 
bringing my travelling-rugs, which, if 
useful to alleviate the bruises caused 
by the jolting of the cart, were now 
equally so to.obviate the hardness of 
the brick couch in the rest-house. He 
spread them then on the kang,and I 
was not sorry to lay mé down and take 
a short repose after a long ride. With 
book and cigar I whiled away the time 
until my dinner should be ready. In 
about half an nour it was served, and 
copious enough it was in its way; fish, 
chicken, mushrooms, beche de mer (a 
species of edible sea weed, brought, I 
believe, from Japan, of which the 
Chinese are exceedingly fond), all in 
separate dishes, or rather small basins, 
with two sorts of gravy in little bowls, 
two kinds of pickles, and soft, un- 
leavehed rolls of white flour, quite hot. 
The drinkables were samshu of two 
different strengths, the one to imbibe 
while eating, the other at dessert—the 
former was flat, mild, and rather fla- 
voriess, the latter rough and potent— 
both, to my palate, disagreeable. Sam- 
shuis a spirit distilled usually from 
rice, although it may be made from po- 
tatoes, beans, or sugar-eane; it is of a 
whitish color, and not altogether unlike 
bad whiskey much under proof, It 
serves the Chinese in licu of wine, 
which they never make from the grape. 
Some fruit was brought, and the repast 
concluded .with the inevitable tea. 
Chopsticks were the only implements 
supplied, but asI had already become 
tolérably adroit in their manipulation, 
I was quite able to get my victusls into 
my mouth without the useor any other 
instrument. I can not say that I en- 
joyed my meal. It was not the first 
time that I had tasted pure Chinese 
cuisine, so that the food was not alto- 
gether foreign to me, nor were the 
viands in their way badly cooked, but 
the taste of almost everything one eats 
is more or less acquired, and a matter of 
education; as my tongue was unschooled 
in the language, so my palate had not 
yet been tought to appreciate the 
cooking. 

Anything more primitive, strange, 
and weird than the Chinese quarter of 
Peking by night can hardly be imag- 
imed. “Dim darkness” in the tortuous 
streets, unbroken by a single ray from 
the sombre houses, and unrelieved by 
the paper police-lanterns, posted at rare 
intervals, looking in the distance like 
spectres, or ky those of the few pedes- 
trians, which, bobbing up and down in 
the obscurity, have the &ppearance of 
so many will-o’-the-wisps; the rumb- 
ling of an occasional cart, for which 
one has to make way at the risk of 
falling into a yawning cess-pool, the 
black depths of which, as I held my 
lantern over the brink, looked still 
more horribly black in the gloomy 


night; the monotonous sound of the 


watchmen striking together the pieces 
of bamboo with which they announced 
their presence; the groans of the men- 
dicants crouching in the doorways; the 
cries of the ambulant venders of food 


ae Corre _ who wander through the street, or at- 


tract stray passers-by to their tempor- 
ary stalls, pitched for the nonce in 
some out-of-the-way nook or corner— 
all these strange sounds and appari- 
tions suggested to my mind a home of 
evil spirits, the departure of demons 
after a Sabbat meeting, or the breaking 
up of pagans on & dark Walpurgis 
night. A thunder-storm now burst 
upon us, and added its effect to the 


lugubrious seene. The lightning was 


vivid in the extreme, and the rain 
came down in such torrenfs that the 
thoroughfares were soon converted 
into muddy water-courses, and fur- 
ther exploration was rendered impossi-

Hunting Truffles. 

The employment of the pig in search- 
ing for truffies (a kind of mushroom )s 
probably originated in Italy in the 
fifteenth century, and his services are 
now highly valued in this connection, 
But it is a kind of pig quite different 
from the obese animal which is the 
pride of breeders. He trots before his 
master, andon reaching the place ef 
search he smells the ground and stops 
where a truffle has attracted him by its 
aroma. _A curious scene then ensues. 
The pig begins vigorously to dig his 
snout inte the ground, throwing up the 
earth and stones, sometimes kneeling 
on his short ferelegs so as to obtain a 
better purchase, When he has reached 
the truffio, however, the gatherer steps 
in, and with an iron prong disengages 
it from the soil. He generally manages 
to save it from the hungry jaws of his 
agile auxilliary, but sometimes the pig 
will seize it and run off, the gatherer 
pursuing. After much grunting and 
resistance, however, the animal is in- 
tiimidated into giving up his prey, and 
the grotesque struggle ends. The 

therer is careful not to beat the pig 
in case thé latter might refuse his 
future services, or become too distrust- 
ful. The dog is also employed as an 
assistant im fruffie gathering. ‘the 
barbont or barbet dogs of the Milanese 
an Piedmont being regarded as the 
best. Their use in this way also 
or:ginated in Italy. At one time, ip 
the German courts, “truffie hunting” 


with dogs was quite a fashion. But 


where the truffle is largely cultivated 
as a lucrative product, the pig is gener- 
ally preffered on various aceamnts. He 
has greater force of snout, and can dig 
up bard ground better, doing three 
fourths of the work .of excayation. 
The dog is sooner fatigued, is 
steady at his work, and often wounds 
his paws in scraping out the stony or 
compact ground ; besides, he leaves his 
master more to,do. Still, the dog is 
found a valuable aid to the poacher of 
truffles: These men, living by fraud, 
are obliged to extend pretty widely the 
field of operations, train the dogs just 
to mark with their paws the- place 
where truffles are to be found.— 
Caterer. 


The Hospitable Poles. 

The Poles are extraordinarily hospit- 
able. They entertain without grudge. 
At every table in the large houses some 
extra places are laid ready for uncx- 
pected guests—as they say, “for tho 
traveler that comes over the sea.” It 
is possible in Poland to go uninvited 
to visit your friend, taking your chil- 
dren, yonr servants and horses, and to 
stay five or six weeks without receiving 
any hint to go. The Poles are fond of 
gayety, of amusement and of society, 
They love pleasure in all its bright and 
charming forms. The country héuses 
are constantly full of visitors, and in 
the winter there is often the “ Kulig,” 
a gathering which increases as it goes 
from house tohouse. It is taken from 
a peasant custom, and the nobles, when 
they get up a “ Kulig,” wear the peas- 
ant costumes, very beautifully made, 
They go over the snow in sledges from 
house to house, dancing for two or 
three days at one and then going on to 
another, taking the people of the house 
which they leave with them. At last, 
there are perhaps twenty sledges all 
full of people, dressed in bright colors, 
and singing the songs of the “ Kulig.” 
At every house they dance the charac- 
teristic dances of the occasion—the 
Krakomiak, the Mazur and the Oberek. 
The first is a very pretty and peculiar 
dance,“in which the partners continu- 
ally turn away from each other and 
then come facd to face; the Mazur is 
something like the quadrille, though it 
is by no means the same; the Oberek 
resembles a waltz danced the reverse 
way and with a very pretty and charac- 
teristic figure, in which the man kneels 
on one knee and kisses his partner’s 
hand. These are all most charming 
and pretty, and the,Poles dance with 
enthusiasm as well as grace. They

The wealth of the United States now 
exteeds that of either Great Britain or 
France, but the average wealth per 
capita is less here than in those coun- 
tries. The wealth of the United States 
is $49,800,000,000, or $995 per eapita; 
of Great Britain, $44,100,000,000, 
which is $1,200 per head; France, §37,- 
100,000,000 or $1,045 per capita, In 
1340 Great Britain’s wealth was five 
times as great as that of the United 
States. . 


Over sixty cora canneries in the 
State of Maine annually put up 12,000,- 
000 cans. An exch has made an 
estimate of the cost at Which corn is 
so prepared for the market. The far- 
mer is said to receive three cents for 
the corn cuntained in the can, the tin 


‘| and solder cost three cents, and the re- 


mainder, four or five cents, goes to the 
manufacturer for putting up and mar- 
keting. The cans contain twenty-six 
ounces of corn, so that farmers raise 
from 1,000 to 3,000 cans per acre, the 
average being about 1,500, giving a 
cash value of $45. There are several 
factories in Massachusetts, but Maine 
is said to put up one-third of the corn 
canned iy the country. 


The Financier, a few paper pub- 


lished in the City of Mexico,. devotes 


vonsidefable space to an earnest plea 
for a settlement of the national debt. 
It says that Mexico is justly bound to 
pay its creditors about $125,000,000, 
The 200,000,000 of debt contratted 
unter Napoleon and Maximilian, when 
those worthies were striving to con- 
quer Mexico, it believes, shotild hot be 
paid, but be repudiated in toto. The 
financier understands that the ex- 
chequer of the republic is in splendid 
condition, and it has no doubt that the 
country is on the straight road to an 
unprecedented prosperity. With her 
present resources, it sees no reason 
why Mexico cannot refund her entire 


| debt at favorable rates. If new bonds 


at five per cent. were issued, the 
Vinancier would expect to see them 
taken up. 


The extent of the lighthvuse service 
is not generally known evenin mari- 
time circles. According to the latest 
report of the lighthouse board we have 
in all 728 lighthouses, thirty-eight 
lightships ; sixty-four fog signals, 
vperated by steam or hot air; 115 fog 
bells, operated by machinery; 860 
beacon liguts on Western rivers, 345 
unlighted or day beacons, thirty-three 
automatic whistling buoys, fourteen 
automatic bell buoys and 3,377 buoys 
of other descriptions. To maintain 
and atten | to all these lighthouses, 
lights and buoys requires the service 
of twenty-two steam tenders, four 
steam launches, two sailing tenders, 
1,769 light keepers, “including laborers 
in charge of Western river lights,” 
and 686 “other employes, including 
crews of lightships and tenders.” ‘The 
total aunual expense of the light- 
house establishment and .og signals is 
62,749,000. 

So many shocking disasters occur in 
this mu h-traveling age that people 
are in some danger of forgetling the 
fact, hog since established, that the 
risk of Jeath, whether by land or 
water, is much less than a generation 
ago. The system of national inspec- 
tion of steam vessels was established 
in 1851, in which year 39,000,000 pas- 
sengers were carried, and 700 lives 
were lost by reason of accidents to 
steam boilers and hulls.
